The oyster dredging season in 
the Chesapeake Bay opens next 
Thursday and the* first oysters of 
the new season may he expected 
in Gettysburg and Adams county 
by the beginning of next week. 
Prices will be slightly higher this 
month than in midseason, it is 
said. 


One half of all the cattle in 
Pennsylvania are now tested for 
tuberculosis. 
On July I, a total 
of 630,OOO Head of the total cattle 
potation of 1,280,(KH) had been 
given the test one or more times, 
according to Dr. T. 
E. 
Munce, 
Director, Bureau of Animal In­ 
dustry, State Deportment of Ag­ 
riculture. 
Judging by tho rapid rate at 
which cattle have been tested dur­ 
ing the last few years, it is pre­ 
dicted by bureau officials that bo­

These tests 
will include the* retesting of herds 
already given one or more tests 
as well as new* herds. 
I uberctilosi* eradication work 
in Pennsylvania has been pro­ 
gressing under two plans. One is 
the individual herd plan under 
which herds scattered here and 
there over the state are tested. 
Tho other is the area plan, by 
which all tho herds in a tow*n- 
ship are tested at a time. 
On 
July I, a total of 4081 herds were 
fully accredited under the indi­ 
vidual herd plan, having passed 
two or more clean tests. 
Like­ 
wise all the herds in fourteen 
counties had l>een tested under 
the area plan, and nine of these 
counties were accredited. 
The counties which are now* re­ 
garded as “modified accredited 
counties,” being virtually free of 
bovine 
tuberculosis, 
include; 
Butler, 
Cameron, 
Clearfield, 
< rawford* 
Indiana, 
Jefferson, 
Lawrence, Mercer and McKean. 
I he following five counties have 
b<x*n completely tested, but have 
not qualified as accredited areas:

E. Hodg- 
kiss, extension entomologist of 
State college. 
County Agent R. 
E. Underwood is kel ping a sharp 
lookout for the beetle in Adams 
county so that measures can be 
token immediately to drive it out 
if it makes its appearance here. 
When the beetle first entered 
the state it worked only on garden 
plantings, but now it has become 
a serious threat to tho commer­ 
cial areas in the, invaded terri­ 
tory. 
Calcium arsenate dust is prob­ 
ably best for field treatment, 
Hodgkins says. 
It is more read­ 
ily available than other recom­ 
mended treatm ents. 
It is made 
up of one part of calcium arse­ 
nate and five pnrts of hydrated 
lime by weight, and is put on the 
l>ean vines at the rate of fifteen 
pounds per acre. 
Another dust 
used successfully for the control 
of the beetle is composed of one 
part of sodium fiuosilieate 
and 
nine parts of hydrated lime by 
weight, applied at the same rate 
as the calcium arsenate dust. 
Where just a few bug are found 
the vines should he pulled up and 
burned, care being exercised to 
destroy tho beetles at the same 
time. 
For those who do not know 
the Mexican bean bootle Hodgkins 
offer* this description: The adult 
is 
a hemispherical 
“lady-bird” 
beetle 
about 
one-quarter-inch 
long. 
When freshly emerged it 
is lemon-yellow in color. .Sixteen 
black spots soon appear on tho 
wing covers, and it gradually 
darken* in color, finally becoming 
a coppery bronze. 
The larvae 
resemble diminutive porcupines. 
They are greenish when young, 
turning to dark yellow when full 
grown. 
Long, 
hlack-bram hed 
spines are scattered thickly over 
the back. 
Both adults and lar­ 
vae feed on the under surface of 
the bean leaves, the upper sur­ 
face remaining intact.
